A CLUB'S DEBTS. 

How It Was Found Tlmt the 

.Servants Were Dishonest; 

Njsw York. Deo. 9.— The Union Club, 
in Juno, found itself £146,000 in debt, a 
large inorease over last year. The club 
appeared prosperous, tha momborship 
was full, and tho bar and restaurant hotter 
patronized than over. Consequently tho 
iucroaso in the debt seemed to tho mem- 
bers to indicate that something was wrong 
but after investigating tha steward's ao- 
coutita without finding anything out of 
tho way, the house committee droppod 
the matter. 

A fortnight ago a minora] water com- 
pany, angry because tho custom of tho 
club was taken away from it, complainod 
that this was done because it refused to 
pay large bonuses and Bubmit to extor- 
tions by the club's servants. The home 
committee soon found sufficient esridonce 
to warrant. the summary dismissal of aev- 
erala servants, including the chief engi- 
neer and the head barkeeper. It was 
found that some of the most trustod ser- 
vants had unitod to systematically rob 
tho club by exacting bonuses from tho 
tradeamen, who recouped theraaolvea by 
excessive charges to the club. In one 
case a servant charged tho club 5200 for 
an article for which he had paid but SCO. 
It id estimated that the club has lost $100,- 

000 iu this way. 

A Strange Coincidence. 

Capt! Win, Richards, master of the 
Carmarthen Castle, which was wrecked at 
Neatuca bay December 2nd, answering 
inquiries by an Oregonian reporter, said 
the vessel was broken in two and was a 
hnpeleis wreck. The vessel could not 
have been saved by all the tugs in Chris- 
tendom. Owing to the heavy weather, 
the captain says, tuga could not have ap- 
pioached within two miles of her. Capt. 
Richards attributes the disaster to tho 
foot that there was more error in tho 
chronometer and the compass than ho 
had knowledge of. Ha had tho same ves- 
sel and the same chronometer when ho 
made riio voyage to this port last year, 
and made the Columbia river to a mile. 
"I must tell you a cou jidence," said 
Capt. Richards to the reporter. "I was 
on deck when she struck. Wo thought 
our position to bo fifty miles south and 
thirty irtiloa weat of Tillamook rock light 
A year ajo, lacking threo days, on my 
laat voyage to Portland, my dog Nettie, 
the pet of everybody in the ship, fell 
overboard and was drowned. This was 
the same place we thought ourselves to 
be on tho morning of tho 2nd. I had 
shortened sail all night, and the weather 
being thick I decided to heave bo, and I 
remarked lo the second nflicer: 'Bon, it's 
strange that we should heave to just 
where Nettie was drowned a year ago.' 

1 nardly had the words out of my mouth 
whon I felt the ship touch the sands. —

THE TIMBER DOMAIN. 

In previoua isiuea roference was made 
to tho greedy rapidity with which choice 
tracts of woodland were being ferreted 
out by the agents of foreign speculators 
and located and locked up, to tho mani- 
fest injury of the whole country. It 
was shown that many bogus locations of 
timber land have been made by an eva- 
sion of the land Act, and that a system of 
thievery has been inaugurated hero simi- 
lar to that practised by a syndicate of 
Scotch .redtvood grabbers in California. 
In fact, nearly all the locations on tho east 
coast cf tho island and northwest coast of 
the mainland havo been illegally acquired 
by men of straw who, having registered 
the claims in their own names, turnod 
immediately around and disposed of them 
for a trillo to tho speculators, who then 
becamo the virtual owners' of tho land. 
This proceduro ia neither more nor less 
than a conspiracy to acquire by unfair 
moans what could not be got by fair means. 
It is an evasion of tho net and cannot stand 
in law should the government decide (as 
we hope they will), to void nil clniaia that 
may have been acquired by a strained in- 
terpretation of tho statute. Tho United 
States government is about to confiscate 
property so acquired and our government 
should follow the good example. In On- 
tario money and the salo of Crown timber 
lands and leases forms tho chief source of 
revenue. As high as $G2!),000 was received 
by the province last year on timber account. 
There is a soug tho title of which reads— 
"You'll never niis.s tho water till the woll 
runB dry," And the people oi British Col- 
umbia will never miss th?ir timber until it 
has all gono without having conferred much 
benefit upon tho province. Oil tho occasion 
of tho civic dinner to Mayor Benugrand at 
the Driard on Monday night, Premier 
Smithe referred to the timber grabbers in 
tonos which showed that ho is alive to 
the. necessity of so amending tho 
act us to effectually prevent » coutiuuauce 
of the pernicious Bystem now in forco of 
acquiring and removing ftom public com- 
petition and use the best timber in the 
world. This declaration will to received 
with much satisfaction by the public who, 
having watched the proceedings of tho tim- 
ber grabbers with disapprobation, will bo 
delighted to think that pirating is about to 
be rendered impossible. "While Mr. Srnitho 
is preparing his bill steps should be taken 
to compel the grabbers to disgorge their ill- 
gotten holdings. The fact that they acquir- 
ed the property by using the names of 
irresponsible parties is sufficient to indicate 
the fraudulent character of the transaction. 
If all things were open and nbove-board 
why did not tho speculators tako up tho 
land in their own names ? If ft man cannot 
legally gain a great advantage by himself, 
how can he do so by tho roundabout met- 
hod of emploj'ing a qualified person to do 
it for bim without defeating tho law 1

A Young: Mail's Suicide Causes 
the Sudden Death of His 
Father. 

Chicago, Dec. 7. — Tho Times' Louisville, 
Ky., special of December Gth, says: This 
morning Charles Snodgrass, a young man 
employed in Cynthiana, Ky,, was found 
dead in his room. He had committed sui- 
cide by taking morphine because bis em- 
ployers bad accused him of stealing §05. 
On the table by his bed was found a pathe- 
tic note addressed to his father and mother, 
saying that he was iunocont, and although 
the matter was insignificant, ho was forced 
to his rash deed fov honor's sake. The sis- 
ter who found the note called her parents. 
They were prostrated with grief at tho sight 
of their boy, and friends carried tho mother 
down stairs and put her to bed. The note 
was then read. Tho father was very much 
excited, and as ho attempted to walk to tho 
bed of his wife fell dead on tho floor. To- 
night tho aged mother is very low, and tho 
physicia?! thinks that she cannot recover.

There 
were many things that eastern schools had 
to contend with that were unknown here.

ENGLAND. 

LONDOff, Dec. 14.— England has de- 
cided to reduce tho Egyptian standing 
army to 10,000 men, and tho army of oc- 
cupation to 0,000, thu3 largely reducing 
tho cost of armament to tho Egyptian 
government. 

Five Welch farmers, leaders in tho an- 
ti-tithe movement, havo been distrained 
for failing to pay tithea. 

Mr. Gladstone writes to tho Welch Lib- 
eral Association that he regards their do- 
signs with intoreat, but ho must loavo the 
agitation to younger hands. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Dec. 14 —Tho Chamber of Do- 
puties to-day by a vote of 508 to 12 
passed tho provisional budget for two 
months asked for by the now govornmont. 

The provisional estimates, to which the 
cabinet yeaterday decided to limit tho 
government's application, and .which the 
Chamber of Deputies, it is generally 
thought, will readily vote, are for two 
months only, and not for two depart- 
ments of tho government as at first ro- 
ported. 

Henry M. Stanley's expedition for the 
relief of Etnin Boy will start in February. 
Tho Egyptian government contributes 
£10,000 toward tho expenses, and a pri- 
vate gentleman haa guaranteed the pro- 
jectors against monetary losu. 

Tho Standard's Dublin correspondent 
saya that owing to tho decision in the 
Dillon case tho govornmont will issue a- 
proclamation declaring the "plauof cam- 
paign" an illegal conspiracy. 

A diapatch from Zanzibar Bays that the 
Muago of Agondia, with his forces, has 
defeated King Kabrega and 1,000 men. 

ITALY. 

Rome, Dec. 14. — Tho Pope had a con- 
ferenca with Cardinal Simeoni, and pre- 
pared instructions to tho Iiish bishops, 
charging them to keep their clergy 
scri>pt'. , 'jiisly within tho limits of duty in 
regard to tho anti-rent movement. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Dec. 14. — Tho Gorman iron- 
clad Moen has sailed for Zanzibar, to 
punish thomurdorors of eiploror Juhlko. 

AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Dec. 14. — Prince Ferdinand, 
of Saxe-Coburg, after a long talk with 
Count Kalnocky, received tho Bulgarian 
deputation to-day. Tho prince told tho 
deputation ho was willing to accept the 
Bulgarian throne if tho Sobranje elected 
him and the powett. confirmed its selec- 
tion'. It is repotted nugotiatioua on the 
subject havo boon opened at Si. Peters- 
burg, and that tho deputation is awaiting 
tho czar's decision . 

Tho Bulgarian govornmont has ordorod 
tho deputation of Bnlgarians to wait at 
Vienna for written instructions boforo 
starting for Berlin. The deputation havo 
abandoned the idea of going to St. Peters- 
burg. 

IRELAND. 

Belfast, Dec. 14. — Judge Lawaon to- 
day sontencod four of tho men arroated 
for wrecking houses along Shank Hill 
road during the riots last Juno to four 
months' imprisonment oach. The pris- 
oners had all pleaded guilty. 

Dublin, Doc. 14. — John Dillon ap- 
peared for himself to-day in an action 
brought by the government against him 
for agitating in favor of a "plan of cam- 
paign." In his address to the court Dil- 
lon contended that tho language ho usod 
in tho speech, selected as a basis of 
prosecution, was jubtifiable, and that the 
Crown was straining the law against him.

The Striking Car Men EKotd a 
Meeting. 

Mrs. Thurlier Defends the Na- 
tional Opera Company. 

Sailors Cruelly Treated by 
Brutal Officers. 

Memphis, Tonn., Dec. 14. — The ele- 
gant steamer J. M. White, running be- 
tween Vicksburg and Now OrleanB, wbb 
burned to the water's edge at 11 o'clock 
last night, while lying at a bank near 
bayou Sara, and about sixty lives wore 
lost, consisting largely of women ond 
children. Nearly nil tho crow were saved. 
Among the passengers reportod lost is the 
superintendent of the Vidalia railroad at 
Natchez, who, together with his wife and 
children, perished in tho disaster. Tho 
books of the boat wero lout. She was 
built in 1878 at a coBt of §225,000, and 
was regarded by many aa tho finest and 
fastost boat that over ran on tho Missis- 
sippi. The boat waa owned by Captain 
John W. Taban. She waa valued at 8110,* 
000; cargo at §90,000. Tho insurance on 
the boat is $25,000; cargo doubtless fully 
covored. 

The White waa tho 6nest steamer on 
tho river. She was en route to New Or- 
leans ond had a cargo of cotton on board 
estimated io be not less than 2000 bales. 

The surv- viiig passengora and crew were 
conveyed to Nov, Orleans this morning. 



St. Louis, Dh „• H, — A special from 
New Orleans aimues to the burning of 
the steamer White. All the reacued peo- 
ple took tho Mississippi Valley railway 
train for this city, arriving this noon. 
Wm. McGroovy, chief engineer of the 
boat, gives this sUiutnent of the disaster: 
At about 10:30 o'clock last night, .while 
landing at Dr. Forrit's place, above tho 
post-office landing at Point Coupo, 
at which place the boat was loading cot- 
ton soed, tho fire broke out amidships 
just aft between the onginos, on tho top 
of the cotton; engineers Barry and Jennoy 
who wero on watch gavo the alarm and 
tho pumpa wero put to work but without 
avail. Tho watchman gavo the alarm by 
ringing tho bell. Clerks Callahan and 
Bell at once aroused the people in the 
cabin, The fire spread rapidly and in 
less than fifteen minutes the 
boat had burned to the water's edge. 
Tlioro wore four kegs of powder in tho 
magazine and tho moment tho Are reachod 
them tho flames shot up about 100 feet. 
Tho sight was tho most hoartrendiug ono 
ever witnessed by a human being. Tho 
shrieking of woman and children for holp 
was awful. Ho saw tho superintendent of 
the Vandalia route li. It. standing 
outside tho lady's cabin throwing hia two 
littlo daughters into tho water. He stood 
thero and burned to death with his wife. 
Thero wero in tho cabin uino lady pas- 
sengora and about eight men. At Now 
Texas twenty deck hands were taken 
aboard. All are" supposed to bo lost. 

Boston, Dec. 14. — Iu tho U. S. oircuit 
court to-day sailors on tho bark M. and E. 
Cann, which arrived from Buenos Ayroa, 
complained of oxtremoly cruel treatment 
by the captain and second mato and boat- 
swain. One sailor named Edward Sparrow 
was treated so brutally that ho jumped 
overboard and was drowned. Tho sailors 
Bay they wero forced on tho bark at Buenos 
Ay res being threatoned with death if thoy 
resisted, and looked in tho forecastle until 
tho vessel sailed.

CHINATOWN RAIDED. 

The Police Arrest Nine Women 
aii'.l Eight Chiuanieii. 

Last night about 8:30 o'clock Chief of 
Police Bloomfield, Officers Lindsay, Walk- 
er, Shepperd and a Colonist reporter left 
the police barracks and proceeded to 
Chinatown for the purpoao of raiding the 
houses of prostitution on Fisgard street. 
The officors were dressed in citizen's ap- 
parol and consequently were not recogniz- 
ed by tho look-outs who parade the street 
in the vicinity of the houses to give the 
alarm in case of danger. All the houses 
were thrown open and tho inmates mingl- 
ed on the walks with the throng of China- 
men who congregated in the vicinity . The 
scene waa unique and to one not initiated 
into tho life of these croatures, hardly 
signified the torrible undercurrent of 
Chinese life so mystorious and revolting 
to the educated masses. On each aide of 
tho atreet tho painted faces of tho China- 
women could be seon through small win- 
dows cut in the doora, while many were 
jeering the passora by regardless of the 
danger that awaited them. 

Officer Walker and tho reporter passed 
up tho street leisurely aud they were im- 
mediately importuned by the womeu. 
The officer stopped in front of a 
house kopt by Ah Mowe, for whom 
he had a warrant, Two little girls ran 
out and catching the officer and reporter 
by tho coat drew thorn insido of the 
wretched abode. The place was nothing 
better than a repulsive hovol, rooking iu 
filth and tfn fumes of opium and Chinese 
tobacco could lie plainly detected. In 
the front room was an old Chinaman dis- 
secting a boiled crab, and beside him a 
villainoua looking old woman, apparently 
indifferent to tho actions of tho girla. At 
this juncture Chief Bloomfield and Officor 
Lindsay appoarod at tho door, being 
joined by Officer Sheppord. A guard 
waa placed at the back aud front doora 
and a search of tho houso was made. Iu 
tho rooms were found two Chinamen, who 
gave thoir names as Ah Sing and Ah Sara, 
who wore immediately linked with brace- 
lets.

oldest of them not being over 14 yoars of 
ago. They wore dressed in their native coa- 
tutno and bedecked with a supply of Chi- 
neao jewelry, By this time the nows had 
spread throughout Chinatown and a 
crowd aasomblod outside, which parted as 
the unfortunatoa wore 

MAliUIIKD OFF TO OAOL. 

At tho gaol tho old woman gave hor 
name as Ah Mouo and said she was 54 
years of age. She ia the perfect picture of 
cruolty and tho hard set lines of her dis- 
sipated face truly depicted hor nofarioua 
calling. 

Ah Kno, a mero child in appearance, 
cannot bo over twolvo years of age, and 
San Gee, another one, is probably not 
more than olovon years. Strange as it 
may appear, the old woman had a mere 
child in tho toils not much more than a 
baby to look at, and she gave hor name aa 
Ah Quey, aged Hix years. Sho waa 
dressed in a fanciful manner, and a fea- 
ture of her attire was a pair of large 
silver bracelets around hor. ankles. Sho 
seemed perfectly solf-posaossod and gave 
very little indication of hor extreme 
youth. She waa 8everal ahadeB whiter 
than tho others, and her features are 
those of a Japanese 

After those wore safely incarcerated o 
second visit was made to tho same locality 
and a houao on the opposite side of the 
street waa raided. By this time, how- 
ever, the various places had taken tho 
alarm and woro dark and silent, whoro a 
few momenta before a scene of hilarity 
and animated life was presented.

Since the Cormorant left Mr. S.P.Tuck,

Tuck aluo ran the lino from Motlakahtla 
southward for several miles, so that a 
continuous line of aurvoy has now boon 
made along tho coaat line from Port 
Simpson southwards, a distance of very 
nearly forty miioa, constituting the moat 
of tho front lino of tho Taimpahoan ro- 
aerve. The northern and roar lines re- 
main to bo surveyed next season, owing 
to the continued and porsistent rains 
which rendorod any further work at Dre- 
Bent. unprofitable. 

The announcement that Mr. Duncan 
had gjne to Washington to negotiate 
with the United States government for 
the removal of tho Taim pahean Indiana to 
Alaska was received at Motlakahtla with 

UNDiscnnsED astonishment 
by most of that gentleman's devoted ad- 
herents, and tho project was disoussed for 
several evenings in tho So-called council 
of tho village. Somo of the younger and 
more ardent spirits woro favorably dis- 
posed, but tho more thoughtful decidedly 
objected to' any such movement. They 
aaid that to go to Alaaka would make 
them alavea of tho Alaska Indiana, whose 
permission they would have to aak for all 
tho hunting and fishing which they might 
want to do. It was at first given out 
that tho Dominion government wero 
forcing the Taimaheana from their homes, 
but the true story waa told in tho village 
gathering by Robert Eluson, an Indiau, 
who is reported to have said that the 
proposition to procure tho land in 
Alaska was made to Mr. Duncan by ono of 
his followers, and did not come from tho 
village as a whole. It may bo statod that 
while a few of the Duncan Indians might 
follow their leader to United Stntos terri- 
tory, the groat majority of them would re- 
fuse to leave the homes of thoir ancestors to 

sekk a BKEUOK 
on foroign soil. It is said that one of them 
doclared in council that thero was no suili- 
cieut lunhoii why thoy should give up thoir 
homes, which represented all their wealth, to 
go elsowhoro to remain in poverty. He 
also said that if tho laud was theirs as thoy 
had been kaught,tho place to fight tho ques- 
tion out was thoro at Motlakahtla. Tb,ero is 
little donht that the Indians will utterly 
refuse to emigrate, aud many of them aro 
pained that they should have been called 
upou to come to such a decision. 

The Boscowitz had a very rough trip to 
unci from Queen Charlotto Islands. Tho 
passago from Inverness down was a pro- 
longed and rough one. Continuous gales 
accompanied with rain prevailed, causing 
tho steamer to lay to at several places for a 
considerable length of time. 

Mr. Cunningham brought down a couple 
of live boars which ho had no difficulty in 
disposing of at a good price.

A Wealthy Soldier. 

To his fame as a soldier Wallonatein 
added tho prestige of un enormous for- 
tune. An exceedingly rich old widow 
had fallen in love with him, and over- 
coino by the philter she gave him, and 
not, it is to be presumed, by the love of 
her gold, ho married her. Next came 
tho confiscations of estates in Bohemia, 
and Wallenatein bought at absurdly low 

prioea no fewer than sixty-seveu 

Ferdinand gave him in addition the 
Duchy of Friedlaud, containing nine 
towna, fifty-sevon castles, and villages. 
After the king, he was tha richest land 
proprietor »c Bohemia. Not content with 
these hoards, he sought to increase his 
goods by trading with the bankers, by 
londing to the court and by imposing 
taxes on both friend and foe. But if his 
revenues were immense, amounting to 
many millions of 'florins annually, his ex- 
penditure was great. He lived surrounded 
by the pomp cf an Eastern monarch. 
His table was sumptuous, and some hun- 
dred guests sat down at it daily. Six 
gates gave entrance to 'his palace, which 
still stands on the right bank of the 
Aloldau, on the slope of the Hradsohin 
at PragUB. The pile is immense, and 
similar chateaux were erected on his 
numerous estates elsewhere. His cham- 
berlains were twenty-four, and were se- 
lected from the noblest families in Bo- 
hemia. Sixty pages, in blue velvet 
dresses bordered with gold, waited on 
him.
